Ono hundred and fifty years ago to- 
day, a Montreal merchant married a 
l-'rench Canadian wdow. Nothing re- 
markable^; about that you say. But 
just one' minute, there is. 

That Montreiil iiinrchant whk .kiiru^H 
.McUin. and the name of the woiiuiii lie 
married w;i« Mrs. Chaj-lotte Oiiille- 
niln. The church record roads "177«, 
.(.-unes McOin, Bsq: and Mrs. Cliar- 
lolto Gulilomln, widow, were married 
by Hicense, the 2nd December, 1770." 

JariieM McGill hii/3 buwn burn In 
Scotland on October 0, J 744, and cn- 
mw-- tcred Gl.itigow univeraily at the age of 
Il| twelve, when most of us arc entering 
High School. HIk registration is re- 
- f' corded thu«, "Jacobus McGlll, flllus 
natu malimUH, Jacob! mercalorl-'s 
f Mii-sgueniK." 

When still u young man .J.-iincs Mc- 
Mill crossed tbu oce.m, and lived In 
what was then Uie Britisli colonics. 
Soon however ho is found in Canada in 
the fur business, 

Jiuiiea Mi'.CHII, our father well yea 
rallier, is described liy ono oi his (.du 
temporiea as of "a frank and soclîil 
temperament," In figure "toll and 
commajiding," handsome In youth, .ind 
becoming somewhat corpulent .n his 
old age." But this is not all It Ih also 
pointed out that In his leisure time he 
wiui "much given to leaxilng." 

These ch;u-a<;leriHl va no doubt en- 
abled liini to Ijecome a member of the 
Boavur Club.

Whether or nol James McGlll was 
in love when he nianio-l this French 
Canadtaii Uoman ('athoHo ladj- we do 
not know; but his marriage cerUilnly 
gave him wonderful prestige and In-' 
fluence In the town of Montreal. 
.Mrs. James McGlii Is not an 
famous an hfjr liUHband, so wo wll) give 
aoiric lieiulls of her ctiecr. She hail 
been liorn in Montreal, In 1747, the 
daughter of William Oulllomin and 
Claire Genevieve Fouc4i,ult. 

Her father had been In his life- 
time, a Councillor of the King of 
I'Vance in Canarbi, IvIi.-utenant-Gdneral 
of the Admiralty of Quebec, and 
Judge of the Court of Prerogatives. 
Where Mrs. James McGlll was edu- 
cated, wo do not know.

Distinctive Oress.Of Poof But Learned 
Class ' 

ANCIENT CUSTOM 



Gown Greatest Dust Pro- 
tector and Clothes Saver 
Yet Invented 



"I am very pleased tlial ilie Daily 
ha.s seen fit to interview mo on the 
subject .of ^ the college gown. It has 
saved me the trouble of Interviewing 
mysolf. 

"1 am. and hnvo been for years. In 
favor of the restoration of the colleso 
gcAvn. It was only removed by one of 
those Hilly aberrations of mind which 
disfigure modern democracy. It was 
assumed, all over North America, that 
In order to be ically free, everybody 
must be as dirty as everybody else. 
Hence the notion spread that any 
form of distinctive costume was an in- 
sult to the "plain people"; that a col- 
lege goivii wn.M an .affectation of su- 
periority; and that the notion of an 
educated class w.-u^ contrary to the 
spirit of a free commonwealth. 

"In the light of such ideas as these 
people forgot the reasons whereby the 
college gown was fir.st adopted. It 
was a dress designed to mark out a 
class of men. poor in the world's 
goods' but rich In the world's leain- 

Ing. The folded sleeves of the gown, 

.so the 'antiquarians tell us, — originat- 
ed as a sort of "hold -all", or bag. in 
which the student might receive the 
gifts of broken food, ham -bones and 
h.alf-loaveB, given to him by a sj-m- 
pathetlc and admiring public, 

"But, whatever ia the history of oin- 
gown, at least it has behind It ccn- 
turléa and canturlcs of tradition. Such 
habiliment was worn at Oxcnford 
long ago by a young Thomas Wolsey, 
or at Cambridge later by a -Master Is- 
aac Newton. 

"Thoaa to whom such ideas do not 
tppeal need not listen. For them there 
remains the simple argument of dol- 
lars and cents. A gown is the cheap- 
est kind of "dust protector" yet de- 
vised. In my college days it cost only 
one dolJaj- and fifty cents (In itself, 
however, no small sum in 1887), but It 
carried with it an economy of wear 
afid tear only equalled by the glory 
rif mind In which It enveloped the 
wearer. Such a gmvii lasted four 
years nnd after death, or graduation, 
which ever came first). It could be 
sold at a price current of eighty cents. 
One of the .reasons why 'It was dis- 
carded In our colleges was because 
commercial rapacity had lifted the 
price to eleven dollars. There is no 
need to argue hero, about the cost of 
material. For the Idea and the pur- 
pose Involved the material need be no 
better than that of a night-gown. 

"I am well .aware that the college 
gown has been abandoned In Okla- 
homa, in the University of South Da- 
kola and In all the colored colleges. 
These are facts which I. ani prepared 
to face. 

"1 want to see the gown back "at 
.McGlll, and with It as much as pos- 
sible the idea and spirit for which it 
stood, — the notion of a learned claas, 
aspiring to higher things, to study for 
Us own Hake, to a pursuit of learning 
without ulterior motive. It is but 
Utile I hat we have for our own in 
this smothered civilization. I.,el us 
keep it,"

If soveral d f feront repairs 
inust Iki Hindi! tho car is dismantlc<l 
and the suparate («irts taken to tilieir 
respeclivo repair shops, 

A featatro of the trip was tihe In- 
spection of hlie now one-<n)an cars, 
ISvory concoivAlde type of safety ap- 
pl anco Is Iristaliled In these ears so 
that the pa.'iHiMitjers aro fully protect- 
ed In every cniergoncy. They aro 
lighter than Iho older models • and 
have a greater accelcratnin, so tho 
time Inst whMo tho operator Is inak-
